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Soil Bank Plan Is 
Being Publicized 

Farmers of Palm Beach County 
who are interested in the Conserva- 
tion Reserve of the Soil Bank for 
the 1960 crop season will be able 
to get full information at the coun; 
ty Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation office after th>, mid- 
Gle of August, ASC Chairman, E. 
F. Forehich, said today. 

The basic national rate of pay- 
ment will be $13.50, the same as. in 
1959. These rates vary by counties. 

The principal. changes ‘in the 
Program this year will be as fol- 
lows: è 

1. Land owned by a State, coun- 
ty, town, or local government will 
be ineligible for the program—a 
rule which is already in effect for 
Federal land. 

2. Land which has changed own- 
ership (except through inheritance) 
since December 31, 1956, is ineli- 
gible to enter the program in 1960. 

4. If land under a 1960 Conser- 
vation Reserve coritract is sold, the 
contract generally may be assumed 
by ‘the purchaser only. after it ‘hag 
been in effect for 3 years. 

As in 1959, the 1960. Conserva- 
tion Reserve will be conducted on 
an offer-and-acceptance basis. The 
first step will be for the farmer to 
inform the county office of the 
lend he wants to place in the pro- 
gram and request that a basic per 
„acre rate be established for the 
lard. These rate requests may be 
filed àt the county office beginning 
August 24 and must be filed not 
later than Spetember 10 if the 
farmer wants to be considered for 
a 1960 contract. š

cent higher if all eligible cropland 
on the farm is to be retired.

Spencer Passes. At 
Hospital Recently 


GAINESVILLE — Arthur P. 
Spencer, former director of the 
University of Florida Agricultural 
Extension Service and long-time 
Florida agricultural ‘leader, died 
here Monday, July 27, following a 
brief illness.’ j 

Spencer, who was 82, was a na- 
tive of Canada and graduate of 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute. He 
first joined the University of Flor- 
ida staff in 1910, as assistant in 
extension, and was the first person 


cultural extension work. 

Spencer -was named district 
agent with the Extension Service in 
1914. He ‘helped set up the system 
of county and home demonstration 
agents that is now widely known 
throughout Florida. 

In 1916 he. became assistant di- 
rector of extension, and in 1918 his 
title was changed to vice-director 
He was. made director in 1943. 

Since his retirement in 1947, 
Spencer had been director emer- 
itus. He was past master of the 
Gainesville Masonic Lodge, and 
member of the First Presbyterian 
Church.
